My ‘ Chinese 
unofficial collengue.. amd I havo 
given notice, in accordance with the 
Royal Instructions and ‘the Stand- 
ing Rules and Orders of this Coun- 
cil, of our intention’ to apply for 
this bill. “The bill is so fully ex- 
plained: im the Objects nnd Reasons,’ 
which were published in‘ the Gazette 
of the 23rd March, and which were 
reproduced in Chinese in the Wa 
Kau and othar. newspapers, that’I 
com deal’ with the mutter in a very 
general, way., The first point which, 
1 wish to.make is that the bill will 
not interfere in any way whatsoever’ 
with genuine Chinese religion. On 
the ether hand, “it will tend to 
prevent religion “being inde a 
source of private gain, and it will, 
I hope, go far towards proventing 
ithe misuse of religion by adven- 
turers who prey on the more igoor- 
ant members of the community. 
Some of the so-called, temples 
against which this bill is aimed ore 
moved about from place: to place 
when the dupes of . each . locality 
have been deajt with by the keepers.
